Group I, drawn to an optical sensor element wherein insulated electrodes are 
provided in grooves; claims 1-5 and 18 read on the embodiment of Group I. 

Group II, drawn to an optical sensor element including a collection condenser for 
collection of charge carriers extracted from the doping zone ; claim 6 and 7 read 
on the embodiment of Group II. 

Group III, drawn to an optical sensor element wherein in place of insulated 
electrode, built up electrodes are provided to form Schottkv barriers adjacent to 
the light sensitive area ; claims 8-10 read on the embodiment of Group III. 

Group IV, drawn to an optical sensor array wherein two sensor elements are 
provided on two sides of a common insulated electrode ; claims 11-15 read on the 
embodiment of Group IV. 

Group V, drawn to an optical sensor array wherein in between two adjacent 
insulated electrodes of two sensor elements, a zone is formed insulating the 
electrodes : claims 16-17 read on the embodiment of Group V. 

Group I is generic to Groups II, IV and V. 



2. The inventions listed as Groups I, II and III do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Group I 
lacks the special technical features of Groups ll-V, as underlined in the description 
above. Furthermore, the special technical feature of Group I, which is the insulated 
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electrodes provided in grooves, is not novel over the prior art. Kimata (US 4,760,273) 
teaches in Fig. 5, an optical sensor element with insulated electrodes provided in 
grooves. Thus, the groups lack unity since the common technical feature does not 
define a contribution of the prior art. 

3. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
